One would almoRfc be led to sup- 
poae Ihftt tliest) patriotic .<ind Helf-doiiy- 
ing Ministers are doing it all at tbeir 
own personal eiponsG. Any Govorn- 
ment can spend money, and small 
thanks to them. But is it spent wisely, 
on reproductive works? How is it 
raised That's the question. The pre- 
Bent Administration projjosed to ex- 
pend Eome seven hundred thousand dol- 
lars this year. Of that sum, rather 
more than a moiety is made up of fed- 
eral subsides and Proyitoial revenue 
proper. Three hundred thousand dol- 
lars was proposed to be obtained 
either from Canada or borrowed in 
- the English market. Having shpped 
up on the arrangement with Canada, it 
may be persumed tlio amount will be 
sought in England; meanwhile it is be- 
lieved the money, or a portion of it, is 
bning advanced by the local Banks on 
good smart interest. Under more 
favorable circumstances Brili.sh Col- 
umbia would enter the English mar 
ket to float a loan of three hundred 
thouiand dollars on her own sole 
credit with not the very brightest pros 
pect. Under existing circumstances, 
we leave the reader to imagine on 
what terms the loan is likely to be 
taken up. The revenue of this Prov- 
ince amounts to something over three 
hundred thousand dollars, more than 
two^thirds of whibh is composed 
of the annual subsidea paid by the Do- 
minion Government. It must be 
quite, dear that for borrowing pu 
poses thenefederfd subsidies oonstitute 
the real basis of provincial credit. It 
is' im unfortunate circundstanoe for the 
credit of this province that the 'same 
session which passed the Bill for rais- 
ing a loan in England passed auotlier 
for the sequestration of a large portion 
of the capital sum from which those 
annual revenues accrue. In other 
words, the Government, worao still, 
Parliament, has given i)roof of its 
willingness to seize upon and reckless- 
ly squander upon objects some of 
which are of doubtful utility the very 
source of these annual revenues and, 
consequently, the basis of the country's 
credit. To employ a familiar illustra- 
tion, they have shown their eagerness 
to kill the goose that lays the golden 
■ egg; and if they have not suc- 
ceeded in killing it the countij 
is not indebted for the lucky escape to 
Ministerial relenting, but simply to 
the happy accident of their bluuder- 
bus buretiug. That the country should 
feel the expenditure of nearly three 
quarters of a million can surjiriso no 
one. And this may help one to re- 
alize how much the expenditure of a 
million and a half, whicli wc might 
have had exi^onded on railway coii- 
Btruction had not Minister.s been af- 
fr&id of their portfolios, would be felt. 
But a day of reckoning cometh. The 
money will hnve been all spent, and 
the bills must bo met, — in all proba- 
bility a crushing interest will have to " 
be paid. Uuliko the railway money, 
this seven hundred thousand dollaiK 
comoB out of the pockets of our own 
people. The million and a half that 
ilr.-Maokenzie stood ready to expend 
would have coma into the pockets of 
our people. But it would bo a grout 
mistake to gauge the importance of a 
commencement of railway construc- 
tion in this Province by the niillioii 
and a half proposed to bo spent cvoiy 
ye»r. That sum. by no means incon- 
siderable though it be, would consti- 
tute but a iBiall part of the imraedialo 
advantages of ftu earnoBt coinnionco- 
ment of railway construction in this 
Province, The iniiueucc upon the 
country in establishing confidence, 
rpleasing capital already locked up in 
the Province, and bringing in both 
capital and population, cannot m?.-Ay 
be overestimated. Contrast all that 
flood of prosperity which IMiiiisters 
have kept back to save their portfolios 
with the meagre and unsatisfactory ro- 
«uUb of the expenditure now going on, 
keeping in view'the day of reckoning 
and the possible rate of interest, and 
feel thankful to the Governmen if you 
can! And what about the Graving 
Dock?

The AruiiOB of Europe. 

A Gorman paper publishes a statomont 
concerning the increase that has i token 
placoiri the armies of Europe since! ll<5"J. 
Tho forces of Austria havo, it says, in- 
creased liy U2l^,^)^S0, and amount at pro- 
Bont to 85('),'.)80 men; P.iins/a has augment- 
ed her armies, which now number 1.519,- 
810 mon, hy 295, OGO; Italy counts 287,509 
more soldiers than in 1S59, and her pro- 
sent aggregate military strength is 605,- 
200 men ; the Gor/nan .JSmpire cau sum- 
mon to Hio field 1,261,160 mon, an in- 
crease of ■I2J:,iit30 siuce .tho abolition of 
tho old federal constitution; tho i'ronch 
army, 977,ti()0 strong, is grcidor by 337, ■ 
110 than that maiutained liy Louis Napo- 
leon, and under tho now army organiza- 
tion is steadily incronsinp'. Great Britain, 
iiiolnding volunteers,' has nddod 030,02(1 
to the loial o)' her hoid forces, which now 
iiiidiuh' toS.'.lJO aieii. 'Ulu- H\\"dishanny 
of 201,510 has been an;: uieiileii by (19,- 
610; tho Belgian arm V of '9a,5i)0 Ijy L'i.olO; 
aud tho Dutch army of (;t,:i20 by 5,770 
men. Denmark alone has diminished 
hor war power, her present army of -18, 
700 being less by 8,850 men than in 1859. 
These figures bring out tho startling con- 
clusions that the i'.dditioiis to these arm- 
ies during the last iif teen j'cars amount to 
no less than i, 889, ',)!)() men, and that tho 
mimber of soldiers of all descriptions at 
present at the disposal of tho different 
Governments of Europe, showa ^rand to- 
total of 6,110,690. In the Austrian army 
to every 1,000 combatant foot soldiers, 
there is 10;5 cavalry and four hold guns; 
in tho European army of llussia, 178 ca- 
valry and four guns; iu the army of Asir., 
910 horsemen and three guns; in the Ital- 
ian army, 57 cavalry and three guns; in 
the Gorman, 117 cavalry and three guns; 
in tho French, 119 and tive guns; iu the 
English, 133 and fonr gnus. 

TnuN'DEnsTonM in N.^TAn.— An extract 
from a letter by Mr. Dunn, tho geologist, 
now on a special exjdoring expedition to 
the Transvaal, i)ublislied in the Cape Ar- 
>/!£« of tho 5th of May. gives the following 
description of a thunder ond hail storm 
which ho experienced at Pietermoritz- 
burg, on tho I7th of April:— "About -1:25 
in tlio afternoon I was walking with a 

friend up — street, when suddenly 

the wind began to bUiw tho dust about. 
At the same time I observed that tho S. W 
portion of tho sky was lillod with an ex- 
ceedingly blaok oloud, contraoting up- 
wards to a point. Presently a few drojjs 
fell, then heavier ones, and then .solitary 
great lumps of ice. On the sight of those 
wo dashed under an iron verandah, aud 
none too soon. A ioud rushing sound 
came from tho south-west, and eventually 
hailstonoSj liberally mingled with great 
masses of ice of very irregular forms 
poured down with great violonco. Tho 
liailstoiiQs were seldom loss than ono inch 
in diameter; the average was from one and 
a half to two inches in diameter. Tlie.so 
wore of very regular spherioal form, aud 
consisted of a nucleus of white snow, with 
an envolopo of hard transparent; ice. 
Sometimes thoy presented, when broken 
through, a eoucoutric arrangement of 
zones, alternately white and oiiaqiie and 
transparent. The irregular masses were 
formed of a nucleus generally longer in 
one direction than the others, from two to 
four Inches jn djametov; iircjjectiug all 
over were sfelaotitelB, each ono about tho 
thickness of a little finger, ami jir^.^nnt- 
ing, when broken across, a gate like 
structure, us though segregation had 
built them up. Of these masses I 
weighed a lew with the following 
results:— Three weighed overSo/.s., two 
over o?s., and Qii? ovor i oas. Tho Iftst, 
which was the largest, Z fouDd myself, 
and •n'as weighed some time after the 
storm was over. Those below were weigh- 
ed by others, but I saw some, and know 
the others are right from the persons who 
took tho v,-eights. One weighed 7;, ozs., 
one 8 0Z1., aud ono (i ozs. I'liis last was 
weighed fully IB minutes after tho storm 
had ceased, and had suffered much from 
melting. It was an irregular mass, with 
projections all over it. The storm raged 
with fury for sev(;n or ei^dit minutes, the 
groftt lumps could be distin;,'uished as 
thoy descended, and thou as thoy fell on 
tho road thoy broko into fragments, scat- 
tering all round. Iu about two minutes 
from tho commencenien t t he whole road 
was completely covered, aud appeared as 
if covered with snow. Tho dainagi! was 
enormous. On many roofs fully half the 
tiles were broken, not u»oroly oraokcd, 
but very frequentlj the masses wont 
right through into the houses. None 
havo escaped. Portiinate! y for wiudowii 
there was no wind, or the damage would 
have lu'cii much lieavicn-. ]Maiiy of the 
corrii;r:d" l iron roofs are dented all over, 
and have a pocli-inarked aspect, while 
some oorrugati>d iron roofs aro complete-, 
ly riddlod; tlic stones went right through 
as though they hail biitjiapor to encoun- 
ter. I liavo made a point of examining 
the iron roofs, ami thiu'efore can vouch 
for tho above. Tho mischief done will 
not be covered by £2,000, or anything 
like that sum."

fowing account of the capture of ft 
slaver by Her Majesty's ship Daphne 
oil tho coast of Madugascar.aud tho ar- 
rivaPbf the liberated slaves at Natal:-. 
"The liberated elavos who arrived iu 
the Boytil'Mail shoamship Kafir were 
taken'by Her Majesty's ship Daphne, 
5 guns, commander C. E. Foot. The 
Daphne •vvas crusing ofi'Boyama Bay, 
iiorth-west coast of Madagascar, on tho 
lath'oi March," when nt 3 in tlio af- 
ternooii a suspicious dhow wna des- 
cried from tho mast-head. Sail was 
nmdo,and after an hour's chase it be- 
came ovidont tliat tho native craft was 
i-iinningfor the laud. No tittentiou 
wa?' paid to three blank chitvgos from 
n tiS-poiinder; the Dupliue increased 
her speed, .\iid nt 6:15 she ran alonc- 
.side lior jjiize. She was found to be 
crowded with slaves, and Lieutenant 
Hotidor.soii, with an armed boat's crow 
took charge. Two liundred audtwenty- 
fivG slaves, many Hufloring from dyseu- 
terjjwere starving in the kold,andhad 
to be lifted out and at once served 
witli water. These unfortunate wrot- 
ch-33 wore shipped at the Unipize river, 
a few luiioH .south of tho town of Moz- 
ambique, and were started for Madn- 
gaacar with only two days' provis:o..s 
on board. Light winds and calms pro- 
longed the voyage to eight days, so 
that tho miseries endured are indes- 
cribable.' "Many of tho women and 
clilldren were so emaciated by want 
and cramped in their limbs an to be 
unublo to stand upright. Every care 
was taken of the slaves — ^^^ho are a'l 
Makuas from the coast between Moz- 
ambique and Ango.Ka — on board the 
DaphuG.nnd on tho 14 th tho Daplino 
proceeded to Mozand;iquo to land them 
iu charge of tho Union Company's 
agent, under au arrangement made 
Home, raonths ago. But tho acting 
agent for the coinpauy was indisposed 
to take any responsibility on his shoul- 
ders, and Captain Foot was obliged 
reluctantly, after llUing up water and 
coal, to pail with all tho slaves on 
board, aud pick up his boats left to 
guard the north-west coast of Mada- 
gascar before returning to Zanzibar. 
iSIisfortunes follow one another, for on 
the afternoon of the Daphne's depar- 
ture a cyclone •was encountered, the 
vortex of which was pasacil through at 
8:30 ji, m. A quartermaster was 
swept overboard and dro\vned,and the 
sufferings of the unfortunate slaves 
were, of course, greatly increased by 
frightful weather and long oxpasuro. 
Though every care was taken of the 
sick aud feoble, dysentery carried off 
victims daily, until the 28th, when 
Zanzibar was reached. The slavo.s 
were nt once taken in charge by Cap- 
tain Prideuui, Hor Majesty's Consul- 
Gen end, who allotted to both tlie 
Engli.sh and Froncli missions as many 
of the poor children as they were able 
to receive. Manj' still remain under 
tho miedical charge of Dr. Bohb, and 
Captain Elton selected those who were 
in the best lioalth to begin life auow 
iu tho colony uf Natnl. Tho Makufis 
aro highly prized as domestic slaves at 
Zanzibar, being eonaidored a hard- 
working aud faithful race, All are 
happy and oontented.and fully under- 
stand tiieir future lot, which have been 
carefully exiilained in their own lan- 
guage to them. ' 

Thb Recest Duel at Bhussels. — Tho 
Brussels Correspondent of the "Globe" 
sayB: — "The funeral of I\r. Lelicmbro, 
who was unfortunatoly killed iu the 
rocont duel with M. I'ontaiium, as 
mentionod in the "CTlobe" of tho 30th 
ult, took place on Wednesday in Brus- 
i>el:i, and was atteuded by.' an ihuneuse 
crowd of persons, who" very strongly 
expressed thoir disapproval of tho 
prosenco III the funeral of tho brother 
of tho deoeuHud, owing to the peculiar 
circuinstaucos of tho case. In justili- 
cation of M. Fontainas the following 
particulars ought to be mentioned — 
viz., that, being a first-rato shut, 
ho had iu tho llrst instance ex- 
pressed to his HGConds his intention of 
tiring iu tho air, but afterwards, when 
M, fjohembro insisted that it should 
ho 'a duel to the death,' aud that after 
throe shots with pistols they should 
light with swords, M. Poutainns, in 
self-defence, naturally ondoavoured to 
wound and disable his adversary, but 
without any •wish whatever to kill hiin. 
51. Fontainas had ]iroviously settled a 
sum of £2,000 upon tho laily who was 
the unfortunate cause of the duel, as 
referred to by other journals. It is a 
case whioh has caused very great ex- 
citement Jiera, " ; ■ .

The capital 
invested in the hivo is thus doubled every 
seasou, giving one hundred iier cent, on 
thfi mpnoy, whether the hive be worth 
fivo dollars or twmity-llve. In average 
seasons; from thirty to fifty pounds of 
hoqey^^if^X .VjP Qhtainqli'itls.p f rom both the 
old and now colonies, 'Whoh tlie number 
inctoasos too much, part may bo sold; or, 
if it is preferred to havo less increase ami 
moro suriduB honey, they may be easily 
managed to secure that end. Does any- 
thing pay better than this? In almost 
every country village in the laud, to say 
nothing of tho cities, honpy j? a high- 
priced lu.^cury, while at the same time, 
rich honey harvests all around aro unap- 
propriated. 'J his should not be. While 
wo do not advise any to go to boo keojiing 
on a large scale, unless snro they posao.'^s 
an ajitltudo tor the bnisnoss, we would 
urgo every dweller in the country, aud 
many in the towns and surburbs of the 
citieE, to keep bees enough to furnish 
honey. Only ono rule is necessary to bo 
observed to insure f.uecos.'i, wh .dhcr you 
havojew hivos or many. Keep every 
ojlony always strong innnmbors. When 
in thiS'Oondltion they are jiroparod to 
winter well, tc roar broods, to keep their 
■uumberb good, and if adverse seasons 
come, wait, )vitiiout injury, until better
